“ I thin k the party has got to get out an d en list the sup­ 
port of these D em ocrats an d the in depen den ts who don t 
seem to thin k there’s too much differen ce between the 


parties an d make them see there’s a vast differen ce, 
Reagan said. 
Reagan said he was talkin g about buildin g the GOP 
ran ks, rather than formin g a separate political party . 
“ When it com es down to it, the problem for the 
Republican party in an y election is w e’re outn umbered 
two to on e by our oppon en ts,” he said.

California condor extinction fear 
prompts capture, breeding proposal

OJAI (AP) — Naturalists hope 
they have developed a plan to get the 
rare and fast-disappearing Califor­ 
nia condor population to do in cap­ 
tivity what it hasn't been doing in the 
wild. 
The government-sponsored Condor 
Recovery Team has proposed the 
capture of three of the huge birds, in­ 
cluding a breeding pair and a lone 
male, to be mated with a fem ale con­ 
dor already living at the Los Angeles 
Zoo. 
The idea com es at what some 
scientists consider a critical point 
for North Am erica’s largest land 
bird. Only 45 of the soaring, carrion- 
eating birds are known to be alive, 
all in a federally-established sanc­ 
tuary in the Los Padres National 
Forest north west of Los Angeles 
There number is ten fewer than a 
decade ago. 
The dark, red-headed bird is enor­ 
mous with a wing span of nine feet 
but is terribly shy of human beings 
and has been known to desert its 
nesting area at the sight of man. 
The proposal for captive breeding 
Finds the Audubon Society and Sierra 
Club in dispute over the likeliness of 
success in the program 
“ What we proposed is a gamble, 
but right now it seem s the only one to 
tak e ," says John Bom em an. an 
Audubon Society naturalist and one 
of the developers of the captive- 
breeding program . The Audubon 
Society has not formally endorsed 
the project but generally supports it. 
But the Sierra Club’s position is 
that the program is an unsafe risk, 
frought with too many possibilities 
for error and even harm to the bird 
population.

The dangers include the chance 
that the birds could be injured during 
capture in big net traps and the pos­ 
sibility that those trapped could be 
parents already actively breeding. 
“ These birds are extremely sen­ 
sitive creatu res,” says Dorothy 
Conlon of the Sierra Club's Los 
Angeles chapter. “ We fear the young 
birds, once raised in captivity, will 
never be returned successfully to the 
wild. And what we 11 end up with is 
birds in a zoo.” 


That is precisely what happened 
six years ago to Topatopa, the 
female condor raised at the Los 
Angeles Zoo The bird scientists had 
hoped would be a mate for Topatopa, 
died a week ago after amputation of 
its bullet-shattered wing 
Debate over the plan is clouded by 
the fact that scientists do not know 
why the condor has failed to breed in 
the wild. 


“ If we could sharpen our un­ 
derstanding of the problem first, we 
may conclude that the best place to 
solve the breeding situation is right 
there in the w ild ern ess,” says 
Starker Leopold, director of wildlife 
and fisheries studies at University of 
California Berkeley. 


But considering that condors do 
not breed until they are at least six 
years old and that they produce only 
one chick every other year, the 
recovery team claim s it hasn t a mo­ 
ment to lose. 
“ We could continue to study the 
problem, but at some point the study 
becomes futile,” Bomeman says. 
“ We could find all the answers just 
in time to see the condors slip beyond 
the point of no return."

WASHINGTON (AP) - A priv ate 
in te r n a tio n a l c o n f e r e n c e of 
economists is urg ing the world’s in­ 
dustrial nations to rev erse the anti- 
inflationary “ slow-g rowth“ policies 
ag reed upon by President Ford and 
six other heads of state at a summit 
conference in Puerto Rico last J une 


After a three-day meeting here at 
the Brooking s Institution, one par­ 
ticipant said, “ The slowdown is g ain­ 
ing so much momentum it is scaring 
ev ery body .” 


The economists called on the big - 
three industrial nations — the United 
States. West Germany and J apan — 
to b ecom e “ en g in es of world 
economic recov ery ” by ex panding 
their economic activ ity . 
Philip H 
Tresize of Brooking s, 
who chaired the conference, said the 


outlook is “ discourag ing ” for the 
less-dev eloped countries, which are 
faced with a prospectiv e oil-cartel 
price increase nex t month 


He sing led out the big -three in­ 
dustrial powers as “ locomotiv e” 
countries that can pull smaller ones 
along to a hea lthier econom ic 
clim a te He said that to accomplish 
this, the industrial g iants hav e an 
oblig ation to stimulate their own 
economies at home 


The big three were sing led out 
“ because of their weig ht in the inter­ 
national economy , their relativ ely 
low inflation rates and their relativ e­ 
ly strong balance-of-pay ments po­ 
sitions,” the economists said They 
added, howev er, that a similar shift 
in economic policy “ would appear to 
be appropriate” for a number of 


other countries, as well. 
The 17 econom ists, from the 
United States. Canada, J apan. Ger­ 
many , Great Britain. France and 
Italy , arg ued that the big three pos­ 
sess enoug h idle resources of plant 
capacity and labor to permit “ a 
streng thening of econom ic ex ­ 
pansion without a sig nificant risk of 
accelerating inflation ” 
T his cu re 
for 
in tern a tion a l 
economic ills was the prescription 
adopted in Nov ember 197 5 at a sum­ 
mit meeting in Rambouillet, France, 
and abandoned in Puerto Rico for 
fear inflation mig ht be the dominant 
economic problem 
The economists meeting at Brook­ 
ing s think the Puerto Rico policy 
must be rev ersed because they feel 
the economic “ pause" appears to be 
more than a temporary phenomenon 


President-elect J im m y Carter, 
following discourag ing reports in Oc­ 
tober on U S. prices and unemploy ­ 
ment. indicated last week that he is 
considering a tax -cut proposal to 
stimulate the U S. economy nex t 
y ear. 
This is basically the approach the 
economists recommended for West 
Germany and J apan, as well. 
Herbert Giersch of the Kiel In­ 
stitute of Economics in West Ger­ 
many predicted that, if the summer 
economic pause lasts long er than ex ­ 
pected. the Bonn g ov ernment “ would 
act because it feels an international 
responsibility ."

Child's needs filled at Cypress

The driving motivation of Cypress 
Orthopedic School in Ontario is to 
give^its students ‘ an equal start with 
time, effort and love.” 


Teacher Denise Impastato of the 
Cypress staff and Mrs. Inger 
Campos, a parent and member of the 
executive board of directors for the 
Friends of the Cypress School 
Orthopedic Unit Inc , recently dis­ 
cussed the program and policies of 
the school in south Ontario. 
The special school for the 
orthopedically handicapped is 
located at 715 W. Francis Ave . adja­ 
cent to the regular Cypress School It 
provides a regular school program in 
a setting designed to accommodate 
the physically handicapped child 
from preschool to junior high school 
age who suffers from cerebral palsy, 
muscular dystrophy, spina bifida, 
rheumatoid arthritis, fragile bones 
and cardiac conditions. 
The Cypress Orthopedic Unit is a 
public school within the Ontario- 
Montclair School District and serves 
residents of Ontario Montclair, 
Chino, Upland, Alta Lome and Fon­ 
tana. All admissions are made by an 
evaluation and placement commit­ 
tee which includes medical, psy­ 
chological and educational person­ 
nel. - 
“ These kids must have certain 
physical needs filled first before they 
can concentrate on learning, 
Mrs 
Campos commented. ‘‘They cannot 
be uncomfortable and listen to what 
the teacher is saying. The Friends 
raised the money to have air con­ 
ditioning installed on the south side 
of the building That might seem like 
a luxury, but it’s really a must for 
these children, many whom have 
heavy leg braces ” 
The wide hallway is spotted here 
and there with tricycles, special 
tables for moving students who can­ 
not walk or stand and wheelchairs. 
Posters enliven the walls of every 
classroom One reads “ No act of 
kindness, no matter how small, is 
ever wasted ” 
And as one walks through the 
school, talks with the teachers and 
their helpers, the physical and oc­ 
cupational therapists it soon 
becomes clear that this poster is in­ 
dicative of the attitudes of all 
Jenny Cheevers, physical therapy 
aide, explained the therapy unit 
equipment that ranges from tilt 
tables that a child is placed on and 
tilted to a standing position to allow 
him to practice to gradually stand on 
his own,to several sets of stair cases 
that the children practice going up 
and down on. 
> The idea is to make them as self- 


sufficient as possible,” Mrs. 
(.Cheevers said 
“ They make the kids work That's 
one of the things I like most about 
this school,” Mrs Campos declared 
This is further emphasized in a 
childishly lettered bulletin “ We like 
to do things by ourselves.” 
Julie in Mrs. Impastato’s class 
reads aloud to herself, with minimal 
assistance from teacher assistant 
Dorothy Bass. She pauses over her 
mistakes and re-traces the words un­ 
til they re pronounced correctly. Her 
tiny voice is clear and audible. 
Mrs. Tracy Dombrowski provides 
an excellent adaptive physical 
education program for the children 
ages three to 15 
“ The adaptative PE program is 
designed to facilitate physical in­ 
dependence within the child’s 
ability,” Mrs. Impastato said. 
“ Before we pick up a child and move 
him, we’ll let him walk. Wheelchair 
children push themselves unless it’s 
a grade they can’t make. We con­ 
stantly re-evaluate each child to see 
if his physical abilities are im­ 
proving .” 
The classroom, on the other hand, 
stresses the academic media 
“ Some people get the impression 
that a crippled child is retarded 
That's not true 
We have gifted 
children and children with learning 
disabilities. There are all realms of 
academic performance here, just as 
in a regular school,’ 
the teacher 
noted. 
There are a number of similarities 
between the orthopedic unit and the 
regular school Mrs. Sue Laspesa. 
one of the mothers, organized a 
Brownie troop at the school The 
handicrafts of the Brownies include 
the design and making of the school 
banner, centered with the school 
slogan “ Yes I Can ” The banner won 
an award at the 1975 Heritage Fair at 
the Los Angeles County Fair 
The Student Council, known as The 
Roadrunners, is elected by the older 
students. Roadrunner officers this 
year are Kim Ochoa, president; Eric 
Eastlack, vice president; Ralph 
Ramirez, secretary and Tony Leal, 
treasurer. 
The orthopedic unit was created by 
the concerns of then school nurse 
Bertha Schwarzwaelder and prin­ 
cipal Robert Cochran in 1953 The 12 
original students met for seven years 
in one of the kindergarten clas­ 
srooms at the regular Cypress School 
before the present building was com­ 
pleted The original age category 
was from nursery school age to 
elementary It was extended to in­ 
clude the junior high school program 
with the new building. 
The school staff now, except for 
janitor and general handyman Chuck

timate that the cost of of projects 
already prepared for government ap­ 
proval from the county, the city of 
Los Angeles and the 77 other cities 
that lie within the county is more 
than twice the allocation for the en­ 
tire state 
“ We'll be lucky to get 10 per cent 
of our projects approved,” an aide to 
Harry Hufford. chief administrative 
o fficer of the county, said. 
“ Everybody wants to get in under 
the wire.” 
The county is proposing more than 
$253 million worth of projects, of 
which about $85 million would be in 
the First District Specifically, about 
$17 million of that is designed for im­ 
provements in the valley 
In addition, the City of Pomona has 
$3.35 million worth of projects of its 
own within the incorporated area La 
Veme is considering three projects 
worth $1.7 million, and Claremont 
has come up with proposals that 
would cost more that $11 million 
San Dimas is angling for a $787,000 
grant. 
None of the projects is being sub­ 
mitted in order of priorities. The 
decision as to which get the grant 
will be made by the regional office of 
the Economic Development Agency 
(EDA) in Seattle That agency has 
promised to make its selections by 
Dec. 15.

The city of La Veme wants to:

The district hopes that most of the 
money will come from the federal 
government’s new public works 


employment act, and the remainder 
of the money financed from the coun­ 
ty’s general fund. 
Bruington said the project 
originally was included in the dis­ 
trict’s priorities for this year. 
However, it was slashed by the 
supervisors to trim the budget. 
If the fedgral government declines 
the request for the grant the district 
expects to place the San Dimas Dam 
project on its priority list for next 
year. 
The dam is located above San

McCa rthy needed o nly 20,000 petitio n 
signa tures to qua lify a s a n independent ca ndida te in 
tha t sta te. Na tio na lly , the figures ra nge fro m a lo w 
o f 7 0 in the sta te o f Wa shingto n to a high o f 10 per 
cent o f the guberna to ria l v o te in Ca lifo rnia . 
Petitio ning is o ne ro ute a no nma jo r-pa rty ca n­ 
dida te ca n ta ke. The o ther is to fo rm a new pa rty . In 
bo th ca ses, there a re a s ma ny different la ws a s 
there a re sta tes, a nd ma ny o f the la ws, critics 
cha rge, a re v a gue a nd discrimina to ry . 
In “ Third Pa rty President? ” , a n a na ly sis o f sta te 
electio n la ws published ea rlier this y ea r, Pa ul H. 
Bla ckma n no tes tha t o ne o f the mo st difficult 
pro blems fa ced by independents a re the ea rly 
qua lify ing dea dlines required by mo st sta tes. 
Ma ny peo ple who might sign a petitio n o r ma ke a 
co ntributio n (it co sts a n estima ted $1 fo r ev ery 
signa ture) a re wa iting to see wha t ca ndida tes the 
Republica ns a nd Demo cra ts no mina te. Po tentia l 
independent ca ndida tes themselv es ma y be wa iting 
to see which issues dev elo p. 
Acco rding to o ther critics, sta te la ws a re a m­ 
biguo us o n just wha t a v o ter is sa y ing when he signs 
a n independent petitio n, a nd sta tes fo rmula te tex ts 
o f petitio ns so a s to disco ura ge a s ma ny po tentia l 
signers a s po ssible They ha v e ev en ha ra ssed peti­ 
tio n signers, the Co mmunist a nd So cia list Wo rkers 
Pa rties ha v e cha rged 
But the sta tes ha v e a rguments o n their side. As 
Bla ckma n usefully po ints o ut, no t o nly do es 
ev ery bo dy no t ha v e a n ina liena ble right to ha v e his 
na me o n the ba llo t, the sta tes ha v e the right, if no t 
the po sitiv e duty , to keep the ba llo t fro m being clut­ 
tered with friv o lo us ca ndida tes. 
And if it co sts a grea t dea l o f mo ney to run o n a 
na tio na l sca le (Bla ckma n estima tes up to $3 millio n 
just to get o n the ba llo t), it a lso co sts the sta tes 
mo ney . 
Fo r ex a mple, the bill to the ta x pa y ers o f Ma s­ 
sa chusetts wa s nea rly $334 fo r ev ery ba llo t ca st fo r 
the America n Pa rty in the presidentia l prima ry la st 
spring. Tha t wa s the $302,118 co st o f printing 
eno ugh ba llo ts to supply ea ch o f the sta te’s 2.201 
precincts, div ided by the 905 v o ters who a sked fo r 
America n Pa rty ba llo ts. 
No o ne, o f co urse, sho uld deny the America n 
Pa rty — o r a ny o ther mino rity po litica l gro up — the 
right o f a ccess to v o ters. America needs its mino r 
pa rties a nd independent ca ndida tes to po int up is­ 
sues the ma jo r pa rties ma y be igno ring a nd to giv e 
their suppo rters a v o ice a nd a fo cus.

The p u b lic forum 
Tax re fo rm is a mu st! 


Dear Editor: 
The shock waves of reassessed 
p rop erty — and the resultant in­ 
creases in tax bills — are being felt 
throughout the v alley . R etired 
p ersons living in our community 
hav e called my office to p rotest 100 
p er cent to 300 p er cent increases in 
the amount they must p ay to live in 
homes they p urchased y ears ago. 
Because of fix ed retirem ent in­ 
comes, some indicated they must 
mov e; they simp ly can t afford to 
p ay the tax es. I agree with the 
callers when they say , “This is a dis­ 
grace ! Something must be done! ’ ’ 
The p rotesters call the schools 
because the largest p ercentage of 
their tax bill is going to the local 
schools. (Also, of course, we re 
easier to reach than county or state 
offices) Howev er, I p oint out that 
when local assessed v aluations go up 
— whether or not school ex p en­ 
ditures go up — the local tax p ay er 
will p ay a higher p rop ortion of school 
ex p enses because of the saving to the 
state! Last y ear, ov er $ 100 million 
dollars in “ school money '' was 
retained in this manner by the state 
General Fund Thus, this money was 
av ailable to finance welfare and 
other non-school p rograms The $ 100 
million, called “ slip p age,” was the 


amount by which the school tax 
receip ts ex ceeded the amount an­ 
ticip ated. Thus, the local tax p ay er 
p aid more and the state p aid less! 
Perhap s an ex amp le would help . 
This y ear, the assessed v aluation of 
La Verne p rop erty went up ap p rox ­ 
imately 30 p er cent. The tax rate for 
schools was reduced by ap p rox ­ 
im ately 
84 p er cent 
Thus an 
av erage of 214 p er cent more 
monies will be collected in La Verne 
for the Bonita Unified School 
District than during the p rev ious 
y ear. However, since our revenue- 
limit increase was “ frozen” at ap ­ 
p rox imately 10 p er cent for 1976-77, 
the remaining 114 p er cent becomes 
the additional burden on the local 
tax p ay er; and the state will inv est 
114 p er cent less! It is this “slip ­ 
p age” money that comp licates the 
p icture — $ 100 million dollars of it 
Nex t y ear could be even worse 
since districts have already been in­ 
formed that their income increases 
will not ex ceed 6 p er cent — unless 
in flatio n ex ceeds 6 p er cent. 
However, in no case will our income 
increase ex ceed 8 p er cent p er p up il, 
no m atter what the level of inflation 
It would ap p ear that more “slip ­ 
p age” is in the offing In short, don’t 
assume that y our unified school dis­ 


trict is receiv ing the increase shown 
on y our tax bill. Other tax ing agen­ 
cies are; the schools are not' 
Over a ten-y ear p eriod, California 
ranks 47th in state funds invested in 
education -- money sp ent p er child. 
Only three states were lower! In 
1953-54, California p aid 47.5 p er cent 
of school costs. It is now p ay ing less 
than 40 p er cent! The burden is, once 
again, falling unduly on the local 
p rop erty tax . This is tax reform in 
rev erse for Pomona Valley tax ­ 
p ay ers. 


I don't blame tax p ay ers for being 
up set. I am too! When we p ay tax es 
in the top 25 p er cent and receiv e 
funds for schools and other serv ices 
in the b o t t o m 25 p er c e nt , 
something's wrong1 Tax reform is a 
must! It can hap p en this y ear if the 
state legislature and the governor 
really want it to hap p en. I urge each 
of y ou to write and/or call y our 
rep resentativ es and let them know 
vou’re concerned This is the y ear 
ior tax reform! The p resent sy stem 
is simp ly not working — esp ecially 
as it relates to school

WASHINGTON - A rev olt of 
scientists and engineers inside the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
could halt the sp read of nuclear 
energy in this country It is a quiet 
rebellion, unique in my 30 y ears in 
Washington, of nuclear technicians 
who are deep ly concerned about 
p ublic safety . 
The alternativ es are grim. Secret 
gov ernment studies warn that it is 
too late to stop the conv ersion to 
nuclear energy without p ainful con­ 
sequences 
It would mean crash 
p rograms to develop new energy 
sources and draconian measures to 
conserv e ex isting energy sup p lies. 
But other secret studies warn that 
nuclear p ower p lants may not be as 
safe as their adv ocates claim. There 
is growing concern, for ex amp le, 
that p riv ate utilities cannot afford 
the high cost of rep airing their 
nuclear facilities 
Any failure to 
maintain nuclear reactors, of 
course, could lead to disastrous acci­ 
dents. 
The tederal gov ernment may be 
comp elled to sp end billions to keep 
nuclear p lants rep aired or else 
abandon the whole idea of nuclear 
energy . But ex p erts fear that the 
dev elop ment of nuclear facilities has 
gone too far — there are now 58 
p lants in op t'ration — to rev erse 
course without wrenching rep ercus­ 
sions. 
The p riv ate utilities have been the 
most p owerful force behind the 
nuclear p ower p rogram They , of 
course, want to develop energy that 
they can sell. Nuclear energy would 


utilize their sy stem ot grids and 
cables; some other form, such as 
solar energy , might not need wires 
The p olitical p ressure from the 
utilities, therefore, has been strong 
enough to p ersuade the gov ernment 
to p ush nuclear energy But gov ern­ 
ment scientists, troubled ov er the 
danger of radioactiv e leakage, are 
now digging in their heels. 


Internal documents in our p osses­ 
sion indicate that the rebellion began 
in May not long after a nuclear 
p rojects manager, Robert Pollard, 
quit the NRC ov er the safety issue. 
The dissidents belong to the elite 
group of scientists and engineers 
who are resp onsible for the safety of 
“ ev ery thing with wires" in a nuclear 
reactor. Of course, reactors contain 
a tangle of wires. 


About 11 of the group 's 25 ex p erts 
are op enly dissident, with v ary ing 
degrees of militancy They fear that 
their sup eriors are so committed to 
nuclear energy that they are ignor­ 
ing the hazards The most frighten­ 
ing p ossibility is that a “ core m elt” 
could occur, the nex t worse menace 
to a nuclear ex p losion. 


The NRC’s reactor czar, Bernard 
Rusche, a genial fellow with a 
crushing handshake, has sought to 
quell the rebellion. He disp atched the 
NRC’s insp ector general. Thomas 
McTiernan, to interv iew the p eop le 
in 
the electrical instrumentation 
branch Far from cowed, the dissi­ 
dents told McTiernan ex actly how 
they felt. 


McTiernan p rep ared a 300-p age 
rep ort, which has been kep t under 
lock and key . Nev ertheless, we have 
obtained an ex ecutiv e summary of 
the document, which details the 
rebels charges. They ex p resed fears 
of “ random single failures“ in 
crucial p ower ap p aratuses They dis­ 
cussed the lack of safety devices, 
which are needed to p rev ent “large 
p ip e rup tures” endangering entire 
communities. 


They also sp oke in less technical 
language Some told the bosses to 
their faces that the NRC was too 
cozy with industry and that p ublic 
safety was being ignored 


As late as Sep tember 10, the dissi­ 
dents aired their feelings at a closed 
meeting of electrical instrumenta­ 
tion ex p erts. Again, the talk was 
technical, but the underly ing mes­ 
sage was ominous We have had ac­ 
cess to the confidential minutes 


“The NRC,” charged the dissi­ 
dents, “is being forced by industry to 
accep t designs” which don’t meet 
even the commission s own dubious 
safety regulations. 


There was technical discussion, 
for ex amp le, of the design of an aux ­ 
iliary control room 
It would be 
dep endent up on the main control 
room, which sup p osedly would re­ 
main op erational even if it had to he 
ev acuated 
Yet any contingency 
serious enough to cause the ev acua­ 
tion almost certainly would damage 
the master controls.

With a slashing p ersonal attack on Ed Roberts, the, 
state director of rehabilitation, a small, vociferous band 
of blind p eop le has ap p arently created discord in the urijfy ^ 
once enjoy ed by the organized blind in California 
The National Federation for the Blind, described &y v ,’ 
state officials as a “carp et-bagging organization with 
roots in Iowa,’ seems bent up on establishing a sep arate^, 
commission for the blind in California, sev ering manage^ 
ment of the state’s p rograms for the blind from the’ 
Dep artment of Rehabilitation. 
.. 
Whatever the organization's strength is, it has withheld 
information as to the numbers of members in California,^ 
Best estimates are that it is under 1.500 and therefore a f. 
small, but vocal, rep resentation of the state’s more th^i,“ ,, 
65.000 blind or v isually handicap p ed citizens. 
Nev ertheless it has been successful in gaining sep arate, f. 
blind commissions in sev eral other states. As a first step ,# . 
to move California in that direction the federation h ^ , 
launched a vicious p ersonal attack on Roberts. In an op en 
letter to California Congressmen and legislators, ,4,0., 
claims the serv ices to the blind hav e deteriorated under ,; 
Roberts. 
A quadrip legic, Roberts is the first p hy sically handicap ^ 
p ed p erson to head a dep artment dedicated to aiding th# .,u 
p hy sically handicap p ed 
. 
He concedes that serv ices to the blind have increased^« ,, 
some of the states which hav e sep arate commissions to ,, 
serv e them. But he p oints out that this has been doqe.aL, 
the ex p ense of other disabled p ersons such as thedealand 
mentally retarded. 
Incensed at the p ersonal attacks Roberts say s th e y ^ ^ 
not only untrue but in defiance of the truth. 
That, according to Roberts, is that his efforts save^l 
blind industries p rogram from bankrup tcy and restored ■ 
its financial integrity . He p oints to the fact the op erati<%„ 
under new management, is back in business p roviding 
training and jobs for hundreds of blind. 
, 
Additionally , under his leadership , the Business^ 
Enterp rise Program for the blind has been “ reorganized,^ 
and redirected” . The p rogram, mandated by federal , 
legislation, is one wherein blind indiv iduals are p ermitted,* 
to op erate food serv ice concessions in gov ernment 
buildings. 
A. it *«» 
Roberts say s he has strengthened the training p rogram 
and is making efforts to ex p and the op p ortunities for such 
op erations into the p riv ate sector. 
The federation attemp ts to establish a blind rommis- 
sion in California surfaced during the recent legislativ e 
intenm hearings of the Assembly Committee on Human 
Resources. Although efforts to turn the hearing « t o h 
vitup eration of Roberts were p ut down by Chairman K« *c 
Maddy , the federation won the scheduling of another 
hearing. That is being held today in Los Angeles. /. •* • 
While it has been billed as a wide ranging discussion 01 
serv ices to the blind under Roberts and schedutad 
receiv e testimony from federation officials as well as the 
Iowa director of the Blind Commission, who isnalse 
national p resident of the federation, it is ex p ectedUo br* 
ing forth further charges against Roberts. 
He will not be without sup p ort howev er since 
members 
of the Associated Blind of California, said to be far more 
rep resentativ e in numbers of California’s blind citizens, 
will be in attendance. 
Roberts say s the Associated Blind organization has 
recognized the fact that money for reha bilita tio n 
p rograms for all p hy sically handicap p ed is limited and 
must be distributed with equity . Roberts say s of the $ 9! 
million budget for his dep artment almost $ 12 million is 
sp ent on serv ices for the 65.000 blind citizens while 
remainder p rovides serv ices for more than 2 million dts- ,«■

All En glish an d Au stralian men in 
u n iform had to pay for off-base food 
an d lodgin g becau se v olu n tary giv in g 
(which is characteristic of the 
Un ited States) is n ot the pattern in 
other cou n tries 


The Red Cross, which has n ev er 
accepted a dime from the U.S. 
gov ern men t (an d to this day relies 
totally on v olu n tary con tribu tion s) 
was asked to establish clu b facilities 
for U.S. serv icemen ov erseas where 
troops from all allied forces wou ld 
be welcome The Salv ation Army did 
NOT hav e this respon sibility . 


The British High Comman d then 
made an official requ est that U.S. 
serv icemen be requ ired to pay for 
whatev er they receiv ed, ju st as their 
men had to pay The Red Cross was 
adaman tly opposed to this con cept 
an d protested v ehemen tly They lost 
th e f ig h t, h ow e v e r, w hen a 
“ requ est” cam e from Secretary 
Stimson . His letter was tan tamou n t 
to a comman d. 
Allegation s hav e persisted sin ce 
World War II that the Red Cross 
made a profit ov erseas. Nothin g 
cou ld be fu rther from the tru th The 
clu bs operated at a loss an d 
represen ted a heav y fin an cial bu rden 
to the Red Cross. Moreov er, the 
pu blic image of the Red Cross was 
badly tarn ished when they were 
forced by Stimson to go alon g with 
the British High Comman d 


How u n fair that this splen did 
organ ization has had to take the rap 
for a decision made by the Un ited 
States Army Today . 35 y ears later, 
the tru th is kn own by on ly a few.

Team sters voted 3,368 to 2,470 to 
turn down the pact Sunday, but union 
rules require a vote by two-thirds of 
the affected workers in order to 
r e je c t th e o ffe r, T e a m ste rs 
spokesman Jim Peck said. 
The two-thirds rule was adopted, 
one union spokesman said, because 
“ if we can’t get support for a strike 
by a really large majority, then 
we re not going to have a yery suc­ 
cessful strike.” 
The new contract, effective im­ 
mediately. will give warehousemen 
and truck drivers a 82 72 an hour in­ 
crease in wages and fringe benefits 
over three years. 
Clerical workers represented by

The government-sponsored Condor 
Recovery Team has proposed the 
capture of three of the huge birds, in­ 
cluding a breeding pair and a lone

The idea comes at what some 
scientists consider a critical point 
for North America s largest land 
bird Only 45 of the soaring, camon- 
eating birds are known to be alive, 
all in a federally-established sane 
Uiary in the Los Padres National 
Forest northwest of Los Angeles 
There number is ten fewer than a 
decade ago 
The dark, red-headed bird is enor 
mous with a wing span of nine feet 
but is terribly shy of human beings 
and has been known to desert its 
nesting area at the sight of man 
The proposal for captive breeding 
finds the Audubon Society and Sierra 
Club in dispute over the likehness of 
success in the program 
“ What we proposed is a gamble, 
but right now it seem* the only one to 
take," says John Borneman, an 
Audubon Society naturalist and one 
of the developers of the captive- 
breeding program The Audubon 
Society has not formally endorsed 
the project but generally support* it 
But the Sierra Club’s position is 
that the program is an unsafe risk, 
frought with too many possibilities 
for error and even harm to the bird 
population. 


The dangers include the chance 
that the birds could be injured during 
capture in big net traps and the pos­ 
sibility that those trapped could be 
parents already actively breeding. 
"These birds are extremely sen­ 
sitive creatures,” says Dorothy 
Conlon of the Sierra Club’s Los 
Angeles chapter. "We fear the young 
birds, once raised in captivity, will 
never be returned successfully to the 
wild And what we ll end up with is 
birds in a zoo ” 
That is precisely what happened 
six yean ago to Topatopa, the 
female condor raised at the Los 
Angeles Zoo The bird scientists had 
hoped would be a mate for Topatopa. 
died a week ago after amputation of 
its bullet-shattered wing 
Debate over the plan is clouded by 
the fact that scientists do not know 
why the condor has failed to breed in 
the wiki.

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (APt - When 
South Dakota’s director of economic 
development died three weeks ago, 
he left a wife and four children in 
Pierre. He also left a wife and five 
children less than 200 miles away in 
Sioux Falls. 


Bob Martin’s double home life sur­ 
faced because attorneys for both 
farriflles inquired about his estate 
after he died of a heart attack on 
Oct 16 at the age of 52 
State Atty. Gen. William Janklow 
confirmed the arrangement Sunday 
and said an investigation was under 
way. although he said he had “mixed 
feelings” about it. 
“ All it’s going to do is wreck the in­ 
nocent kids. And on top of it. their 
father's dead,” he said 


Patricia Martin, the Sioux Falls 
wife, said Sunday that she did not 


know there were two families. Some­ 
day, she said, she would like to talk 
to the wife in Pierre. 
“I feel very sorry for her also.“ 
she said. “It was just as much a 
shock to her.” 
Mary Lou Martin, the wife in 
Pierre, was asked Sunday about the 
situation, and said: “This is not 
fact." She declined further com­ 
ment. and her attorney. Gary 
Colwill, said he planned to file for the 
estate on Monday. He said he had 
been unable to find a will 
Jack Allmon. who as South 
Dakota’s secretary of economic and 
tourism development was Martin’s 
boss, described him as a reserved 
and quiet man who didn’t socialize 
much. But Allmon added that he 
knew the family in Pierre, and he de­ 
scribed it as “very close “ 
It’s not known when Martin 


married the Pierre woman, but the 
voungest of their children was said 
to be about 12 years old 
Allmon said a son in the Pierre 
family had worked in the state 
tourism department the last two 
summers. 
M artin trav e led freq u en tly 
between Pierre — the state capital 
— and Sioux Falls, where his division 
was headquartered He maintained 
an office in Pierre. 
Attorney Steven Jorgensen, who 
represents the Sioux Falls wife, said 
she married Martin in 1968 He said 
he had not been able to find the 
marriage license The youngest child 
of that marriage reportedly is 14 
months old. 
The wife in Sioux Falls said Martin 
spent Christmas and other holidays 
with her 
The dav after Martin’s death. The 


Sioux Falls Argus-Leader carried an 
article about her recovery from a 
mastectomy. It described her as at­ 
tractive, vivacious and S3 years old, 
and quoted her as saying: 
Bob has been marvelous. It never 
occurred to me when the cancer was 
found that he might reject me 
because of the surgery His only con­ 
cern was for my health and with the 
fact that the surgery saved my life.” 


Mrs. Martin of Sioux Falls wrote 
articles for South Dakota Industrial, 
a magazine published by Martin's 
division Atty. Gen Janklow said, “if 
she wrote for the state magazine and 
worked for her husband” It would be 
a violation of the state law which 
prohibits a department head from 
hiring members of his own family. 
Martin s last salary checks and his 
personnel file have been impounded 


by the state pending a legal deter­ 
mination of how to administer the es­ 
tate, Janklow said. 
He said the Minnehaha County 
grand jury would be convened, and 
would take testimony from several 
people, including die wife in Sioux 
Falls 
A source close to the investigation

Economists parley 
'Slow-growth' policy assailed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A private 
in te rn a tio n a l c o n fe re n c e of 
economists is urging the world’s in­ 
dustrial nations to reverse the anti- 
inflationary “slow-growth” policies 
agreed upon by President Ford and 
six other heads of state at a summit 
conference in Puerto Rico last June. 
After a three-day meeting here at 
the Brookings Institution, one par­ 
ticipant said. “The slowdown is gain­ 
ing so much momentum it is scaring 
everybody.” 
The economists called on the big- 
three industrial nations — the United 
States, West Germany and Japan — 
to become “ engines of world 
economic recovery” by expanding 
their economic activity. 
Philip H. Tresize of Brookings, 
who chaired the conference, said the 


outlook is “discouraging” for the 
less-developed countries, which are 
faced with a prospective oil-cartel 
price increase next month 


He singled out the big-three in­ 
dustrial powers as “locomotive ’ 
countries that can pull smaller ones 
along to a healthier economic 
climate He said that to accomplish 
this, the industrial giants have an 
obligation to stimulate their own 
economies at home 
The big three were singled out 
"because of their weight in the inter­ 
national economy, their relatively 
low inflation rates and their relative­ 
ly strong balance-of-payments po­ 
sitions.” the economists said They 
added, however, that a similar shift 
in economic policy “would appear to 
be appropriate” for a number of 


other countries, as well. 
The 17 economists, from the 
United States. Canada, Japan. Ger­ 
many, Great Britain. France and 
Italy, argued that the big three pos­ 
sess enough idle resources of plant 
capacity and labor to permit 
a 
strengthening of economic ex­ 
pansion without a significant risk of 
accelerating inflation ” 
This cure for international 
economic ills was the prescription 
adopted in November 1975 at a sum­ 
mit meeting in Rambouillet, France, 
and abandoned in Puerto Rico few 
fear inflation might be the dominant 
economic problem 
The economists meeting at Brook­ 
ings think the Puerto Rico policy 
must be reversed because they feel 
the economic “pause appears to be 
more than a temporary phenomenon

The driving motivation of Cypress 
Orthopedic School in Ontario is to 
give Its students "an equal start with 
time, effort and love." 


Teacher Denise Impastato of the 
C vpfess sta ff and M rs. Inger 
Campos, a parent and member of the 
executive board of directors for the 
Frienos of the C ypress School 
Orthopedic Unit Inc., recently dis­ 
cussed the program and policies of 
the school in south Ontario 
The sp e c ia l school for th e 
o rth o p ed ically handicapped is 
located at 715 W Francis Ave . adja­ 
cent 10 the regular Cypress School It 
provides a regular school program in 
a setting designed to accommodate 
the physically handicapped child 
from preschool to junior high school 
age who suffers from cerebral palsy, 
muscular dystrophy, spina bifida, 
rheumatoid arthritis, fragile bones 
and cardiac conditions. 
The Cypress Orthopedic Unit is a 
public school within the Ontario- 
Montclair School District and serves 
residents of Ontario Montclair, 
Chino, Upland. Alta Loma and Fon­ 
tana. All admissions are made by an 
evaluation and placement commit­ 
tee which includes medical, psy­ 
chological and educational person­ 
nel 
“fhese kids must have certain 
physical needs filled first before they 
can concentrate on learning,” Mrs. 
Campos commented “ They cannot 
be uncomfortable and listen to what 
the toucher is saying. The Friends 
raised the money to have air con­ 
ditioning installed on the south side 
of the building That might seem like 
a iuw rv but it’s really a must for 
these children 
many whom have 
heavy leg braces.” 
The wide hall wav is spotted here 
and there with tricycles, special 
tables for moving students who can­ 
not walk or stand and wheelchairs 
Posters enliven the walls of every 
elasefpom One reads "No act of 
kindness, no m atter how small, is 
ever wasted ” 
And as one walks through the 
school, talks with the teachers and 
their helpers, the physical ami oc­ 
cup atio n al th e ra p ists it soon 
becomes clear that this poster is in­ 
dicative of the attitudes of all 
Jenny Cheevers, physical therapy 
aide, explained the therapy unit 
equipment that ranges from tilt 
tables that a child is placed on and 
tilled to a standing position to allow 
him to practice to gradually stand on 
his own,to several sets of stair cases 
that the children practice going up 
and (town on. 
•The idea is to make them as self- 


su ffic ie n t as possible. 
M rs. 
(hecvers said. 
"They make the kids work That s 
one of the things I like most about 
this school." Mrs Campos declared. 
This is further emphasized in a 
childishly lettered bulletin "We like 
to do things by ourselves.” 
Julie in Mrs. Impastato’s class 
reads aloud to herself, with minimal 
assistance from teacher assistant 
Dorothy Bass. She pauses over her 
mistakes and re-traces the words un­ 
til they re pronounced correctly. Her 
tiny voice is clear and audible. 
Mrs. Tracy Dombrowski provides 
an excellent adaptive physical 
education program for the children 
ages three to 15. 
The adaptative PE program is 
designed to facilitate physical in­ 
dependence within 
the child s 
ab ility .” M rs. Im pastato said. 
“ Before we pick up a child and move 
him. we ll let him walk Wheelchair 
children push themselves unless it s 
a grade they can’t make We con­ 
stantly re-evaluate each child to see 
If his physical abilities are im­ 
proving.” 
The classroom on the other hand, 
stresses the academic media 
"Some people get the impression 
that a crippled child is retarded 
That’s not true. We have gifted 
children and children with learning 
disabilities There are all realms of 
academic performance here, just as 
in a regular school.’ 
the teacher 
noted. 
There are a number of similarities 
between the orthopedic unit and the 
regular school. Mrs. Sue Laspesa. 
one of the mothers, organized a 
Brownie troop at the school. The 
handicrafts of the Brownies include 
the design and making of the school 
banner 
centered with the school 
slogan "Yes I Can ” The banner won 
an award at the 197« Heritage Fair at 
the Los Angeles County Fair 
The Student Council, known as The 
Koadrunners, is elected by the older 
students 
Koadrunner officers this 
year are Kim Ochoa, president Eric 
E astlack, vice president; Ralph 
Ramirez, secretary and Tony Leal. 
treasurer 
The orthopedic unit was created by 
the concerns of then school nurse 
Bertha Schwarzwaelder and prin 
clpal Robert Cochran in 1953 The 12 
original students met for seven years 
in one of the kindergarten clas­ 
srooms at the regular Cypress School 
before the present building was com­ 
pleted 
The original age category 
was from nursery school age to 
elementary It was extended to in­ 
clude the junior high school program 
with the new building 
The school staff now, except for 
janitor and general handyman Chuck

The valley is going to be a mighty 
fine place to live in if community 
planners here have their way. 
N early every dream project 
shelved here in the past five years 
for lack of money is being dusted off 
and offered for funding to the federal 
government under the 1976 Public 
Works Construction Act. 
The act has been passed by 
Congress to pump $2 6 billion into the 
nation's economy by putting the un­ 
employed to work on government- 
approved jobs 
Of that amount. California is to get 
$250.000 million and Los Angeles 
County $60 million, but the scramble 
to submit 
eligible projects to the 
federal government by the Nov 15 
deadline is making those amounts 
subjects of amusement 
Los Angeles County officials es­ 
tim ate that the cost of of projects 
already prepared for government ap­ 
proval from the county, the city of 
Los Angeles and the 77 other cities 
that lie within the county is more 
than twice the allocation for the en­ 
tire state 
‘ We’ll be lucky to get 10 per cent 
of our projects approved." an aide to 
Harry Hufford, chief administrative 
o ffic e r of the county, said 
"Everybody wants to get in under 
the wire ” 
The county is proposing more than 
$253 million worth of projects, of 
which about $85 million would be in 
the First District Specifically about 
$17 million of that is designed for im­ 
provements in the valley 
In addition, the City of Pomona has

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Independents 
face battle 
The travails of Eugene McCarthy, who was ruled 
off the ballot in New York virtually on the eve of the 
presidential election, dramatize the struggle faced 
by independent or third-party candidates in our 
electoral system 
Up till then, the former Minnesota senator had 
achieved ballot status in 29 states. In at least five of 
them, it took lawsuits against restrictive election 
codes. 
In New York, however, the Democratic Party, 
fearing McCarthy would drain votes away from 
Jimmy Carter and jeopardize the state’s crucial 41 
electoral votes, challenged McCarthy’s candidacy. 
A state supreme court justice subsequently found 
that McCarthy’s petitions were "riddled with 
irregularities’’ amounting to "a complete disregard 
for the requirements of the election laws ’’ 
New York’s election laws are actually among the 
more lenient. McCarthy needed only 20,000 petition 
signatures to qualify as an independent candidate in 
that state. Nationally, the figures range from a low 
of 70 in the state of Washington to a high of 10 per 
cent of the gubernatorial vote in California. 
Petitioning is one route a nonmajor-party can­ 
didate can take. The other is to form a new party. In 
both cases, there are as many different laws as 
there are states, and many of the laws, critics 
charge, are vague and discriminatory. 
In "Third Party President?", an analysis of state 
election laws published earlier this year, Paul H. 
Blackman notes that one of the most difficult 
problems faced by independents are the early 
qualifying deadlines required by most states. 
Many people who might sign a petition or make a 
contribution (it costs an estimated $1 for every 
signature) are waiting to see what candidates the 
Republicans and Democrats nominate. Potential 
independent candidates themselves may be waiting 
to see which issues develop 
According to other critics, state laws are am­ 
biguous on just what a voter is saying when he signs 
an independent petition, and states formulate texts 
of petitions so as to discourage as many potential 
signers as possible They have even harassed peti­ 
tion signers, the Communist and Socialist Workers 
Parties have charged 
But the states have arguments on their side. As 
Blackman usefully points out, not only does 
everybody not have an inalienable right to have his 
name on the ballot, the states have the right, if not 
the positive duty, to keep the ballot from being clut­ 
tered with frivolous candidates 
And if it costs a great deal of money to run on a 
national scale (Blackman estimates up to $3 million 
just to get on the ballot), it also costs the states 
money. 
For example, the bill to the taxpayers of Mas­ 
sachusetts was nearly $334 for every ballot cast for 
the American Party in the presidential primary last 
spring That was the $302,118 cost of printing 
enough ballots to supply each of the state's 2.201 
precincts, divided by the 905 voters who asked for 
American Party ballots. 
No one, of course, should deny the American 
Party — or any other minority political group — the 
right of access to voters. America needs its minor 
parties and independent candidates to point up is­ 
sues the major parties may be ignoring and to give 
their supporters a voice and a focus. 
But access to the voter requires access to the 
media, and this may be the greatest problem faced 
by minority candidates. Eugene McCarthy, who 
complained of being frozen out of the televised 
debates between President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter, and of being denied federal campaign funds, 
is again a case in point. 
Otherwise, however, as Blackman concludes, the 
tact that a candidate like George Wallace was able 
to get on the ballot in all 50 states in 1908 with only a 
few court decisions would seem to suggest that 
while state laws concerning independent candidates 
might be clearer, they are generally fair

The public forum 
Tax reform is a must! 


Dear Editor. 
The shock waves of reassessed 
property — and the resultant in­ 
creases in tax bills — are being felt 
throughout the valley. R etired 
persons living in our community 
have called my office to protest 100 
per cent to 300 per cent increases in 
the amount they must pay to live in 
homes they purchased years ago. 
Because of fixed retirem ent in­ 
comes, some indicated they must 
move; they simply can't afford to 
pay the taxes. 1 agree with the 
callers when they say. ‘‘This is a dis­ 
grace! Something must be done!’’ 
The protesters call the schools 
because the largest percentage of 
their tax bill is going to the local 
schools. (Also, of course, w e r e 
easier to reach than county or state 
offices). However. I point out that 
when local assessed valuations go up 
— whether or not school expen­ 
ditures go up — the local taxpayer 
will pay a higher proportion of school 
expenses because of the saving to the 
state! Last year, over $100 million 
dollars in "school money" was 
retained in this manner by the state 
General Fund Thus, this money was 
available to finance welfare and 
other non-school programs The $100 
million, called "slippage, 
was the 


amount by which the school tax 
receipts exceeded the amount an­ 
ticipated. Thus, the local taxpayer 
paid more and the state paid less' 
Perhaps an example would help 
This year, the assessed valuation of 
La Verne property went up approx­ 
imately 30 per cent. The tax rate for 
schools was reduced by approx­ 
im ately 
81* per cent 
Thus an 
average of 21 Mi per cent more 
monies will be collected in La Verne 
for the 
Bonita Unified School 
District than during the previous 
year. However, since our revenue- 
limit increase was "frozen’’ at ap­ 
proximately 10 per cent for 1970-77. 
the remaining 11 Mi per cent becomes 
the additional burden on the local 
taxpayer; and the state will invest 
11 M2 per cent less! It is this “slip­ 
page" money that complicates the 
picture — $100 million dollars of it 
Next year could be even worse 
since districts have already been in­ 
formed that their income increases 
will not exceed 6 per cent — unless 
in fla tio n ex c ee d s 6 per cent. 
However, in no case will our income 
increase exceed 8 per cent per pupil, 
no matter what the level of inflation. 
It would appear that more "slip­ 
page ’ is in the offing In short, don t 
assume that your unified school dis­ 


trict is receiving the increase shown 
on your tax bill. Other taxing agen­ 
cies are; the schools are not! 
Over a ten-year period. California 
ranks 47th in state funds invested in 
education — money spent per child. 
Only three states were lower! In 
1953-54. California paid 47.5 per cent 
of school costs. It is now paying less 
than 40 per cent! The burden is, once 
again, falling unduly on the local 
property tax This is tax reform in 
reverse for Pomona Valley tax­ 
payers. 


I don’t blame taxpayers for being 
upset. I am too' When we pay taxes 
in the top 25 per cent and receive 
funds for schools and other services 
in th e b o tto m 25 p er c e n t, 
something's wrong! Tax reform is a 
must! It can happen this year if the 
state legislature and the governor 
really want it to happen I urge each 
of you to write and/or call your 
representatives and let them know 
vou’re concerned This is the year 
for tax reform! The present system 
is simply not working — especially 
as it relates to sc hoof

Rebellion against energy 


WASHINGTON - A revolt of 
scientists and engineers inside the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
could halt the spread of nuclear 
energy in this country It is a quiet 
rebellion, unique in my 30 years m 
Washington, of nuclear technicians 
who are deeply concerned about 
public safety, 
The alt€*rnatives are grim. Secret 
government studies warn that it is 
too late to stop the conversion to 
nuclear energy without painful con­ 
sequences. 
It would mean crash 
programs to develop new energy 
sources and draconian measures to 
conserve existing energy supplies 
But other secret studies warn that 
nuclear power plants may not be as 
sate as their advocates claim. There 
is growing concern, for example, 
that private utilities cannot afford 
the high cost of repairing their 
nuclear facilities 
Any failure to 
m aintain nuclear rea cto rs, of 
course, could lead to disastrous acci­ 
dents. 
The federal government may be 
compelled to spend billions to keep 
nuclear plants repaired or else 
abandon the whole idea of nuclear 
energy 
But experts fear that the 
development ot nuclear facilities has 
gone too far - 
there are now 58 
plants in operation — to reverse 
course without wrenching repercus­ 
sions. 
The private utilities have been the 
most powerful force behind the 
nuclear power program 
lliey , of 
course, want to develop energy that 
they can sell. Nuclear energy would 


utilize their system ot grids and 
cables; some other forrr. such as 
solar energy, might not need wires 
The political pressure from the 
utilities, therefore, has been strong 
enough to persuade the government 
to push nuclear energy But govern­ 
ment scientists, troubled over the 
danger of radioactive leakage, art 
now digging in their heels 


Internal documents in our posses­ 
sion indicate that the rebellion began 
in May not long after a nuclear 
projects manager, Robert Pollard, 
quit the NRC over the safety issue. 
The dissidents belong to the elite 
group of scientists and engineers 
who are responsible for the safety of 
"everything with wires ' in a nuclear 
reactor. Of course, reactors contain 
a tangle of wires. 


About 11 of the group s 25 experts 
are openly dissident, wtth varying 
degrees of militancy They tear that 
their superiors are so committed to 
nuclear energy that they are ignor­ 
ing the hazards The most frighten­ 
ing possibility is that a "core melt" 
could occur, the next worse menace 
to a nuclear explosion 


The NRC’s reactor czar, Bernard 
Kusche, a genial fellow with a 
crushing handshake, has sought to 
quell the rebellion He dispatched the 
NRC’s inspector general. Thomas 
McTiernan, to interview the people 
in 
the electrical 
instrumentation 
branch Far from cowed, the dissi­ 
dents told McTiernan exactly how 
they felt. 


McTiernan prepared a 300-page 
report, which has been kept under 
lock and key. Nevertheless, we have 
obtained an executive summary of 
the document, which details the 
rebels' charges. They expresed fears 
of "random single failures" in 
crucial power apparatuses They dis­ 
cussed the lack of safety devices, 
which are needed to prevent "large 
pipe ruptures" endangering entire 
communities. 


They also spoke m less technical 
language Some told the bosses to 
their faces that the NRC was too 
cozy with industry and that public 
safety was being ignored. 


As late as September 10, the dissi­ 
dents aired their feelings at a closed 
meeting of electrical instrument« 
tion experts. Again, the talk was 
technical, but the underlying mes 
sage was ominous We have had ac­ 
cess to the confidential minutes 


"The NRC," charged the dissi­ 
dents, "is being forced by industry to 
accept designs" which don t meet 
even the commission s own dubious 
safety regulations 


There was technical discussion, 
tor example, of the design ot an aux­ 
iliary control room 
It would be 
dependent upon the main control 
room, which supposedly would re­ 
main operational even if it had to be 
evacuated 
Yet any contingency 
serious enough to cause the evacua­ 
tion almost certainly would damage 
the master controls.

A quadriplegic, Roberts is the first physically handicap^ 
ped person to head a department dedicated to aiding, 
physically handicapped

Dear Joe: A blizzard of letters 
sim ilar to yours hit my desk after 
that column appeared I wrote to the 
top officials of the American Red 
Cross for an explanation and 
received an eye-popping response It 
was documented by a copy of a letter 
dated March 20,1942. from Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson. to Norman 
H. Davis, Chairman of the American 
Red Cross Here’s the inside story — 
and pretty it isn’t. 


All English and Australian men in 
uniform had to pay for off-base food 
and lodging because voluntary giving 
(which is characteristic of the 
United States) is not the pattern in 
other countries 


The Red Cross, which has never 
accepted a dime from the U S. 
government (and to this day relies 
totally on voluntary contributions) 
was asked to establish club facilities 
for U.S. servicemen overseas where 
troops from all allied forces would 
be welcome. The Salvation Army did 
NOT have this responsibility. 


The British High Command then 
made an official request that U.S. 
servicemen be required to pay for 
whatever they received, just as their 
men had to pay The Red Cross was 
adamantly opposed to this concept 
and protested vehemently. They lost 
the fig h t, h o w ever, when a 
“ request” came from Secretary 
Stimson His letter was tantamount 
to a command. 


Allegations have persisted since 
World War II that the Red Cross 
made a profit overseas 
Nothing 
could be further from the truth The 
clubs operated at a loss and 
represented a heavy financial burden 
to the Red Cross. Moreover, the 
public image of the Red Cross was 
badlv tarnished when they were 
forced by Stimson to go along with 
the British High Command. 


How unfair that this splendid 
organization has had to take the rap 
for a decision made by the United 
States Army Today, 35 years later, 
the truth is known by only a few.

DEAR DK LAM B - I have read a 
lot of conflicting arguments concern­ 
ing the nutritional value of peanut 
butter. One side says that peanut but­ 
ter provides as much protein as meat 
but without the cholesterol danger. 
The other side claim s that the prt> 
tein is “ incomplete" and therefore 
not useful to the body What s the 
truth9 


D EAR R EA D ER - Peanut butter 
does not contain cholesterol unless it 
is made with animal fat such as lard 
It is usually made with added 
vegetable oils and contains no 
cholesterol. 
A little over half the weight of 
peanut butter is fat and that means 
about 75 per cent of its calories are 
from fat Of this fat aboui 25 per cent 
is saturated fat Its high fat content 
and high saturated fat content makes 
it a poor choice for a low-fat diet 
designed to prevent the body from 
producing excess am ounts of 
cholesterol. O bviously its high 
calorie content means it must be 
ustd sparingly if at atl in weight • 
reducing, calorie - restricted diets 
Peanuts and peanut butter are 
good sources of protein in that one- 
iourth of the weight of peanut butter 


is protein — about 15 per cent of its 
calorics 
However, the protein is 
deficient in methionine and other im­ 
portant amino acids. For that reason 
it cannot fully replace the foods that 
contain better quality protein, 
specifically meats and milk 
Incidentally, in animal research 
studies peanut butter in large 
amounts was associated with a 
decided increase in iatty-cbolesterol 
deposits in the arteries.

a bony point just below the kneecap. 
The tendon that encases the kneecap 
is attached at this point to the big 
bone at the top of the leg, the tibia 
Doctors call this the ttbial tubercle 
and we all have one. 
Pain and tenderness of this area 
where the kneecap tendon attaches 
to the tibia is Osgood Schlatter s dis­ 
ease The pain is made worse on 
straightening the knee, a motion that 
causes the tendon to pull on the tibia 
to straighten the leg 
It is not a serious disease although 
it terrifies parents Some physicians 
think the tubercle or point is partial­ 
ly fractured In any case the treat­ 
ment is simple in most cases All 
that usually needs to be done is 
restrict thè activity, particularly 
avoiding running and stair-climbing 
type activities, sufficiently to avoid 
puin The problem w ill then solve 


itself in time 
In a few cases it is necessary to 
immobilize the leg with a cast and 
that prevents excessive movement 
until healing has occurred 
Your 
daughter should recover without any 
residual problems by simply follow­ 
ing the doctor’s instructions which 1 
am sure include lim iting her activ­ 
ity.

So he gave Lunsford a shot of his 
own, though the punch didn’t really 
connect The parties quickly were 
s e p a r a te d , th o u g h L u n sfo rd 
remained in the game 
The Bears remained in their game 
throughout, but lost 28-27 to Oakland 
because an “ inadvertent whistle’’ by 
referee Chuck Heberling cost them a 
touchdown 
Raiders quarterback Ken Stabler 
had gone back to pass but was hit by 
Chicago's Wally Chambers The ball 
popped loose, was scooped up by 
Roger Stilwell and returned 50 yardts 
for what appeared to be a Bears 
touchdown. 


But by then, Heberling had blown 
it—the whistle and the game 
“ I blew the w histle when 1 
shouldn’t have, so the only thing I 
could do was give Chicago the ball, 
Heberling said later 
On the next play, however, a Bob 
Avellini pass was deflected and in­ 
te rc e p te d 
by O a k la n d ’s Ted
